In 1876, Winfield Scott Wood was born 
on the 2"? of April, in Salt Lake City, in the 
otate of Utah. He was born to Daniel Wood 
(English) and Catherine McReavy (English). 


Married in 1875, Daniel and Catherine had 
just one child, he being Winfield. In 1865, 
Catherine had married John Fraizer, and had 
four children with him. The youngest, 
Cornelius, was just slightly older than 
Winfield. 


Winfield is of a English & Scottish blend. His 
father, Daniel, was born in England, and his 
mother, Jeanette Lowden, was born in Scotland. 





On the 9'^ of June 1899, Winfield married Katherine "Kattie*" Francis 
Howes, in Salt Lake City Utah. Daniel being 23 years old & Kattie 18 
years old. 


Their first child, Katherine, was born in 1900. They went on to have 9 
children in total: Katherine, Dan, John, Fred, Halley, Filmore, Virginia, 
Leonard, and Margaret. 


In 1911, Winfield registered for the World War 1 draft. 


According to Winfield's death certificate, he died in 1937 at the age of 
60. He died of pneumonia, which he had for 10 days. Apparently he had 
chronic valvular disease of the heart, and hip surgery the month before. 


On the Death Certificate, it was written: Broncho Pneumonia, 10 months, 
inflammation of the lungs, arising in the bronchi or bronchioles. 
Fractured hip, 1 month. Chronic Valvular Heart Disease, damage to or a 
defect in one of the four heart valves. Reading some newspaper 
clippings, Winfield appeared to be a well adjusted youth.

Preservation efforts began in the Marmalade Neighborhood as early as 1975, 
when the Utah Heritage Foundation moved its headquarters to Quince Street 
in the Marmalade Neighborhood and began promoting this area for historic 
preservation. In 1982, the Capitol Hill Historic District, made up of the 
Marmalade and Kimball neighborhoods, was listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places. The Salt Lake City Council designated the local historic 
district in 1984. The local historic district utilizes regulations to promote 
preservation and protect investments of property owners, by providing 
design review of new construction and alteration which helps ensure 
compatible redevelopment of properties in the district. Listing on the 
National Register entitles property owners to apply for state and federal tax 
credits as an incentive for preservation efforts.

A bit of history: In 1928 Salt Lake City became the first city to use trackless trolleys on 
major transit routes. 


Edward A. West, General Manager of the Utah Light & Traction Company, examined with 
much interest a Fageol Twin Coach 40-pasenger bus at the American Electric Railway 
Association convention in Cleveland in October, 1927. He had to decide whether to 
rebuild deteriorating track and streetcars or to replace them--but with what? 


The coach he was looking at had deep leather seats, pneumatic tires, an attractive and 
modern body design, and gas-electric propulsion. In this type of system, a gasoline 
engine drove a generator which provided power to electric motors driving the wheels. It 
was said to give smoother acceleration and less driver fatigue, although it was heavier 
than a conventional transmission and used more fuel.

Starting in 1925, a Mission Home in Salt Lake City provided a central 
location where missionaries could gather and receive instruction. Generally, 
a missionary would stay for several days, be set apart as a missionary by a 
General Authority, and participate in temple ordinances before leaving for 
his or her assigned region of service. 


Historically, missionaries went directly to foreign-language areas with no 
language preparation. From the early 1950s, BYU president Ernest Wilkinson 
lobbied for a center that combined language training with the services of the 
Mission Home. In 1961, the Church began a pilot program for 24 Spanish- 
language-speaking missionaries in Provo. In 1963, the program was 
standardized, and the administration dedicated facilities of the new 
Language Training Mission, or LTM. Missionaries were able to use the BYU 
facilities and even attended sporting events.

Judge F. C. Loofbourow 
yesterday sentenced Winfield 
Wood, who on June 10 
attempted to murder Margaret 
Martin, to a term of five years 
in the state penitentiary. When 
Wood appeared for sentence in 
the criminal division of the 
Third district court, District 
Attorney E. O. Leatherwood 
denounced him in bitter terms 
for his conduct toward his wife 
and minor children and his 
infatuation for the Martin 
woman. Attorney Leatherwood 
then asked the court to be as 
merciful as possible on account 
of Mrs. Wood and the children. 
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In passing sentence Judge Loof- 
bourow informed the prisoner that the 
information in the case charged him 
with assault with intent to murder and 
assault with a deadly weapon. He in- 
formed him that if he were found 
guilty of both charges he might be 
sentenced to a term of twenty-five 
years. Acting, however, on the recom- 
mendation of the district attorney the 
sentence was made five years on the 
minor charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon. | 








In passing sentence Judge Loofbourow informed the prisoner that 
the information in the case charged him with assault with a deadly 
weapon. He informed him that if he were found guilty of both charges 
he might be sentenced to a term of twenty-five years. Acting, however, 
on the recommendation of the district attorney the sentence was made 
five years on the minor charge of assault with a deadly weapon.
